Police Turn Out to Meet One 1 


A laughable incident occurred early this 
morning wheh Marshal Broderick of the com- 
monwealers made his entry into the park. 
There was a solitary policeman on duty and 
to him the newcomer put humerous questions 
as to the location of the camp. Are you 
connected with Coxey’s army?’ finally quer- 
ied the policeman. “Iam one of the Mar- 
hals, was the reply, and before another 
word could be uttered the officer was off like 
a flash. Police headquarters was called up 
from the substation at Brightwood and the 
night clerk was startled by the announcement: 
„Cotes army is here at last.“ It was not 
long before the news epread in police circles 
and by sunrise all the reserves were ready for 
duty and a squad of detectives in citizens’ 
clothing was hurried out to Brightwood on 
the electric car line. 

They were d®omed to disappointment, how- 
ever, for it was not until eight hours later 
that their duties really coinmenced with the 
advent of the main body of the common weal- 
ers. When the moticy crew made their appear- 
ance the officers on duty treated the whole 


particularly after taking in the details of the 
habiliments of the army. As one of the 
policemen remarked later in the day: Not 
much trouble will be encountered at the 
hands of men who hdye to be paddled on the 
bottoms of their feet to wake them up for 
grub.“ 
Apprehension Ceased on the Arrival. 

As a matter of fact now that Coxey and his 
men are safely domiciled under the shadow 
of the Capitol Building there is less apvre- 
hension than hagexis the inceptiqn 
of the Massillon’ crusade, re were no 

crowds to meet them with s 
sustenance as had been promised, but instead 
there were curious people who came out to 
the park after the army had squatted down 
just as they would to see a show. It is the 
general impression at Washington that the 
Coxey army of 1804 will, after the promised 
demonstration at the Capitol May 1, be 
scattered to the four winds just as another 
peace army commanded by Isaac Cohen in 
1870 was effectually disbanded. 

At the time of the Cohen episode the police 
forca of the capital was about one-half its 
present formation and there were only «few 
marines on duty at the Navy-Yard. Now, how- 
ever, there are cavalry at Fort Meyer, about 
three miles from Brightwood, artillery at the 
arsenal, probably the same distance in an air 
line from Coxey’s camp, and upwards of one 
thousand well eyuipped and thoroughly armed 
militiamen. Three of the latter organizations 
are composed almost exclusively of veterans 
of the late war, so that the smell of powder is 
by no means a new sensation. 

Long Delay at the Start. 


What Carl Browne hail intended to be a 7 
o’clock start turned out to be a 9 o'clock one. 
For the purposes of the intended forced march 
it was necessary to have the wagens as light 
as possible. In the absence of food the com- 
missary wagons have ‘been practically ambu- 
lances and for the last three days have con- 
tained six sick men, four of them going to the 
credit of the vicious stallion Ouvaleer. Ot 


going to the Rockville. Hospital he obtained 
permission for them to enter there. 

When the army finally swung out on the 
pike it looked less imposing than ever. Dur- 
ing the harder marching the men have always 
dooked raggedly picturesque. Most, every- 
thing that could be was loaded into wag-

Three of the wag- 
ons were sent ahead last night, and the men 
in consequence had tocafry their camp equip- 
age.

HEADY FOR A MUTINY. 


KELLY's MEN REAOH DES MOINES IN 
＋ AN UGLY TEMPER. |

They Say They Will Walk Ne Further and 
Demand Transpértation—Thetr Leader 
Becoming Excited—Citizens Disturbed 
Over the Condition of Affairs=Weary, 
Watery March and Frigid Reception of 
the Gang=<How the Industrials Plowed 
Their Way Through Mud and Rain. 
Des Mowers, Ia., April 29. —{ Special. — 
There is little use in concealing the fact that 
oe Moines is in a state of intense excitement 
‘tonight over the arrival of Kelly’s army. The 
men marched twenty-seven miles last night 
without food and were held by the police five 
miles out of the city in a driving rainstorm 
all day, with no provisions or shelter. Some 
800 of the industrials marched through the 
city this afternoon with an escort of police on 
each side. Gen. James B. Weaver rode in ad- 
vance, and behind him came Gen. Kelly 
bestriding his horse in a decidedly limp fashion. 
As Des Moines has been the Mecca, of the 
hopes of the army for the last week it was 
rather a discouraging receptiou. By supper 
time, however, the army had reached the old 
works east of the city, which will be their 
headquarters as long as they stay here. 
start from Van Meter was made last 
night in a heavy storm and when day dawned 
the column was still fifteen miles from its 
destination. The commissary wagons were 
empty and the men wet and hungry, but they 
plodded on. ‘Phe advance guard reached 
Walnut Creek, five miles west of Des Moines, 
before noon. The men straggled in during 
the afternoon, and by 3 o’clock 1,000 men 
gathered. 
Kelly’s Ineffectual Kick. 


Mayor Hillis sent thirty policemen and 
Sheriff McGarraugh as many deputies to 
meet the army and inform them that they 
would have to pass on through Des Moines to 
the deserted stove factory, where ample food 

shelter were provided. This Kelly flatly 
iad. 40 do, saying his men must be fed be- 
marched the additional six miles. 
4 were obdurate, and the hungry 
men stood shivering in the rain until 4:30 
o'clock hoping for provisions. Gen. Weaver 
sent out forty loaves of bread, and that served 
as breakfast and dinner, Mayor Hillis an- 
swering that if the men would not go to where 
the food was they should have none. At last 
Kelly consented to move and the march city- 
ward began. 

The stove works are located close to the 
Chicago Great Western tracks, a fact that is 
not exactly relished by the managers of that 
line. 

Gen. Weaver drove to Walnut Creek to meet 
the army. He addressed the crowd as 
„friends, and said that as long as they com- 
mitted no criminal act their progress would 

be irresistible. He stated that he was fully in 

sympathy with the move. and added a little 
taffy by telling the crowd that they were as 
good looking a lot of men as the “‘ constitutcd 
uuthorities. 

The night march appeared to be too much 
for many of the members of the army, and 
when the march down-town was begun at 4 p. 
m. something like 300 of the members were 
still with the rear guard somewhere out to- 
wards Van Meter. 

Pertinent Questions Asked. 

Now that the army is safely housed in the 
eastern. of, the city, everyone is asking 
be done with’ them. are Bon 
‘that they Will not march out of ‘Des Moines; 
and the managers of evefy line running out of 
this city to Chicago say just as determinedly 
that the army shall not ride without paying 
fare. It was thought the Chicago Great 
Western might carry them, but Supt. Eagan 
stated tonight that their line would. 
not make any rates for them or carry them 
froe. The Rock Island has had sixty of its 
men sworn in as special deputies to guard the 
railroad property, and the city has a bout 150 
extra officers on duty. Suspicious characters 
are being locked up, and among the victims 
who spent the night in jail was Capt. Kelly, 
one of the officers of the army, who, however, 


He was released this morning. 
Many Ready to Desert. . 

A member of the army talked quite freely 
to Tux Taisunz correspondent tonight. He 
said: “I can tell you that fully three- 
fourths of the members of the army are de- 
termined not to march a step further. I 
don’t think they will attempt anything des- 
perate, but I taiked with at least 500 of them 
and they said that they were ready to sit down 
here and stay here until a train is furnished. 
There are about 300 men in the army who 
are in earnest in their determination to go to 
Washington and to try to ac- 
complish the object of » the movement, 
but the rest of the crowd are not 
caring much where they go. These fellows 
say they are here now and the people of Des 
Mojnes have got to feed them and they can 
stay here just as well as anywhere else.“ 

This statement is in line with the position 
taken by Kelly and his officers and is un- 
floubtedly tlie intention of the bulk of the 
army. The city authorities say that they will 
furnish teams to take the army as far as the 
east line of the county, but the provisions will 
not be furnished them for a protracted stay. 
A all has deen issued for a mass- 
meeting to be held at Trades Assembly Hall 
tomorrow night, and the cutcome of this as- 
sem blage i is anxiously awaited. Late tonight 
zu rumor is in circulation that negotiations are 
pending with the managers of the Chicago 
Great Western in Chicago to secure a train, 
but if this is true Supt. Egan knows nothing 
of it. 

Kelly's Men Defy the Elements, 


Kelly’s night march would have taxed the 
Wits and tested the courage of a military com- 
mander. The elements warned him that he 
must give up his intention of marching into 
Des Moines like a conqueror early in the day, 
but he gave no heed. At 9 o’clock he gave 
the order to fall in, and the tired soldiers put 
on their shoes again and took their places. 

ust then the wind in advance of a storm- 
cloud swooped down with terrible ferocity, 
enveloping the men in a smothering fog 
of sand that would have brought a 
herd of Sahara . camels to the 
ground. The vagabonds never flinched. They 
swallowed the sand, rubbed it out of their 
eyes, and stood firm. With the simoom almost 
‘drowning his voice, Gen. Kelly ordered the 
advance, and inhospitable Van Meter was 
left behind. One mile out the rain descended 
and in five minutes the army was drenched. 
The darkness was impenetrable, and there 
was no way of discerning the road except by 
the fierce lightning flashes which served to 
blind the men more than to help them, and 
served fo deepen the awful blackness of night 
which had fallen, 

There was really a semblance of a forced 
military march, with nature’s artillery fur- 
nishing the music of war. Thunderbolts were 
hurled all about them, and occasionally there 
could be heard the crashing of a huge limb 
from some strickergiant of the woods through 
which the army was passing. Some of the 
men became terrified and panic stricken, but

Had he gone astride his horse the men 
might have grumbled, but the horse had been 
left behind.

Then followed a march which will neyer be 
forgotten by those who took part, even the 
most hardened, It was an army of blind men, 
for they could not see an inch beyond their 
noses. 

Many Give Out on the Way. 

They slipped, slid, stumbled, and cursed 
their way through the darkness and mire until 
some of the weaker ones fell from complete 
exhaustion and lay just where they dropped, 


who tramped over them, and too weak to 
crawl aside. After a time the stronger men 
found their feet giving out, Whenever they 
stepped into a hole up to their 
knees sand and pebbles followed the 
water into their shoes, causing painful 
bruises and raising great swellings, There 
was only one remedy. It was to cast aside 
the shoes and strip off their undershirts and 
wrap their feet with them. Half the men 
who made the march did it in that way, and 
today they have neither shirts nor shoes, 

The army took the wrong roadat a fork 
and landed at the Town of Waukee, several 
miles out of the line of the regular route. 
This was disheartening, and soon afterward 
the order was given to rest. There was no 
shelter of any kind, and the best the men 
could do was to curl up on the 
lee side of a barb wire fence. There the army 
lay until daylight, and when dawn came the 
scene was pitiful; nota man could be found 
who had not suffered in some way. They 
were covered with mud from top to 
bottom. It matted their hair and filled 
their ears and nostrils. Their pockets were 
full of it and it had crept down under their 
clothing. The officers fared no better than 
the men, and Col. Speed probably worst of 
all. He had fallen into.a deep hole, and the

WILL SHIP THE ARMY ON EAST. 


Columbus People Turn Out in Foree ‘to 
Look at Galvin’s Army. 

Cotumsus, O., April 29,—[Special.]—Ten 
thousand people visited the headquarters of 
the Galvin army on the West Side today and 
the entire time was put in making speeches 
and tak mg up collections for the hobos. Gal - 
vin, Thompson, Color Bearer Smith, W. D. 
McMahon, President of Street Employés’ Un- 
ion; E. J. Bracken, the labor candidate for 
Governor last fall, were among the speakers. 
The Galvinites spoke at length of the plat- 
form, einbracing good roads and a bond 
issue, while the local speakers furnished 
encouraging words in allopathic doses, 
Nearly $200 was raised to get the army out 
of the city and it is announced that enough 
will be secured to start the crowd toward 
Pittsburg by the noon freight tomorrow. To. 
night the army stopped under a big tent, the 
quarters at Union Labor Hill being too small 
to accommodate them. An immense open 
air meeting was held along the railway track, 

The army reached here this morning just 
before daylight and made a most picturesque 
display. Col. Galvin took his place at the 
head of the column of commonwealers, which 
marched to the Trades Assembly Hall, which 
was too small to accommodate the entire army. 
Every inch of space was occupied, and it was 
found necessary to také fifty over to the camp 
in a grove near the Newark machine works. 
Galvin called the men to order and Sheriff 
Ross told them that they must obey the law 
and they would be well treated. 

Col. Galvin, who is a fluent talker, said:

One 
speaker said the Kelly army probably would 
come down from Des Moines over the Rock 
Island road to Keokuk Monday, they being 
afraid to go through Chicago, „ 
would be warmly welcomed here.

They met clandestinely and, the claimant 
says, were secretly married Oct. 20, 1877, by 
Justice of the Peace James Warren of North 
Adams, Mich. Grace Vinard and Richardson 
acted as witnesses to the alleged ceremony. 
Justice Warren is still living at North Adams. 

Minnie returned to her home and met Bean 
clandestinely for six months. Then he in- 
formed his bride that he would have to go 
back to Texas to prepare a home for her. She 
never saw him again. She says she received 
letters and remittances from him for a year, 
dated at Bonham, Tex., when they suddenly 
ceased. A boy born to her at Wayne, Mich., 
ten months after the alleged marriage was 
baptized in the Methodist chureh at that place 
as Thomas Cheney Bean and is still alive. 

A short time after the remittances ceased, 
the woman says, she received a copy ofa paper 
from Texas in which an account of Bean’s 
death was given. Several years after.

MYSTERY SHROUDS THE GIBBS MURDER. 


One Theory Is That a Woman Figures in 
the Dark Tragedy. 

Burrato, N. V., April 20.—[Special.)}—Ad- 
ditional details were secured today touching 
the killing last night of Montgomery Gibbs, 
the well-known young lawyer and real estate 
dealer. He waa shot three timeson Delaware 
avenue, Buffalo’s most fashionable street, but 
twenty-four hours after the murder the police 
confess ‘that they have not asingle clew to 
the assassin. Mr. Gibbs was found lying 
on grounds adjoining the home of Miss 
Agnes Squier at No. 864 Delaware avenue. 
A ghastly bullet hole in the left temple told 
the story. A patrol wagon and the Buffalo 
General Hospital ambulance arrived at the 
scene probably ten minutes after Mr. Gibbs 
was discovered, he was moved to the 
hospital on High street, where he died as he 
was being placed on the operating table. The 
shooting occurred between 9:45 and 10 
o’clock ata place, while not what may be 
called unusually dark, is by no means well 
lighted. Gibbs’ assailant or assailants could 
have stood in the driveway without being seen 
by him until he was very near it. * 

The theories are or were three— suicide. 
footpads, and a woman. The suicide theory 
was dissipated at the inquest today. It was 
found thata bullet had entered Gibbs’ left 
arm at the elbow and had lodged under the 
skin below bis right shoulder in his back. His 
arm was prébably in a horizontal position 
when the shot was fired. The bullet that en- 
tered his right temple took a downward 
course. Gibbs was a tall man and his assail- 
ant could not have fired it while Gibbs was 
erect. It wasfired into his head while he 
was on the ground, and the pistol was held 
close, too, for the powder penetrated the 
wound quite a diatanee. This looks as it he 
was trying to ward off his opponents when 
the firet shot was fired. One bullet missed. As 
for the footpad theory Gibbs was not robbed, 
He had his gold watch -and chain, a 
diamond stud, and some money in his pock- 
ets, No attempt had noe thas 6 82 the 
pockets. It is just possibie squared 
off to re himself 3 ‘ He 
was not the young inan ve in robbers 
without a struggle. The footpads — 4 
fired the three shots that everybody agrees 
were fired, It is said by those ina position 
to know that Gibbs bad a fondness for the 
wives of other men.

Gibbs was for 
eight or nine yeara a newspaper reporter, 
working on the defunct Telegraph, on the 
Republic, and on the Courier. e studied 
law and took up real estate. He was 33 years 
old and prosperous. Thescene of the mur- 
der was visited by thousands of people today 
and the affair is the sole topic of conversa- 
tion.

Cotumsus, O., April 29.—[Special.]—For 
the purpose of ascertaining just how far ef- 
forts have been made to settle the miners’ 
strike, a Tons correspondent tonight 
called on President John McBride of the 
United Mine-Workers, In reply to questions 
as to whether anything had been 
done in that line, he said letters 
had been received from operators suggesting 
such a conference, but so far ag the mine 
workers’ officials were informed no concerted 
action of operators had been taken.

SITUATION DIFFERENT IN INDIANA, 


Ceal Mine Operators Must Await Official 
Action in Other States. 

InpianaPouis, Ind., April 29,--[Special.]— 
The miners’ strike situation in Indiana is not 
the same as in Illinois, Ohio, and Pennay)- 
vania. It was admitted by the operators to- 
day that they have no chance to settie with 
their men until the deal is made in the other 
three States. They are powerless since the 
miners two days ago rejected the offer to 
go to work for 80 cents a ten until such 
time as a new wage scale was promulgated by 
the National Association. At the same time 
they believe the Indiana strike can be settled 
with the least trouble when the time comes. 
Should the strikers win, the Illinois opera- 
tors, who have been at war with 
the operators here and in the Fast, 
will have to establish a scale in con- 
formity with the other States, something 
they have refused to do for five years. This 
would let Indiana into the Chicago market 
on a level with Illinois, Should the miners 
lose their fight the Indiana operators 
will have every argument to demand 
a cut, and diggers would have noth.ng 
to stand on. The strike has already 
resulted in consolidating the miners’ union 
in Indiana as never before. When the strike 
was ordered the unorganized miners were in 
the majority five to one. Of the 8,000 now 
on strike in Indiana less than 3,000 were in 
the union at the start. The membership has 
been doubled within the week. 

[A movement is on foot among the coal mine 
operators of Illinois, Indiana, Ohio, and Pennsy!- 
vania to bring the miners’ strike in those States 
to an end. e majority of the operators say

in. Millions of pounds of the capital of Engl 

investors was united with millions of dollars of 
the capital of American investors, and great in- 


the remarkable reduction in operating expenses 
which the consolidation of many properties un- 
der a single management was to effect. There 
were glowing statements of past profits, and ¢n- 
ticing estimates were worked out regarding the 
future earnings of the new industrial securities. 
The plan under which these great .aggrega- 

tions of capital were drawn together is be wy on 
understood o need more than a word of ex- 
planation. It will be remembered that pro- 
moters, generally representing nebulous syn- 
dicates, would come te this country and obtain 
options on a number of industrial oroperties in 
the same line of trade. Breweries were the most 
popular. Not a great deal of regard wes paid to 
the price at which these.options were obtained, 
the one desirable thing apparentiy being to tie 
up a number of important properties under such 
option contracts. Then an American company 
would be incorporated to take title to the sover- 
al properties and an English company organized 
which would hold all of the stock of the American 

company. The American company would arrange 
to put out a large issue of bonds, and the English 
company would issue preferred and common 
stock. Asa rule the preferred stock was to draw 
dividends of 8 per cent, and glittering promises 
of 15 per cent dividends was held out to sub- 
serlbers to the common stock. Then there was a 
plan of underwriting by which a certain group 
of favored persons were given an opportunity to 
reap protits of 5 per cent on the entire capital- 
ization dy the simple use of their names. The 
profits of the underwriters were at first so oasily 
reaped that they forgot that any liability at- 
tached to their guaranty ; but before the last of 
the industrial enterprises met with failure in 
seeking public subscriptions, these underwriters 
paid dearly for the — * of memory. 


The manner in which the promises of the pros- 
pectuses have failed of realization is certainly a 
subject too fresh and too painful to dwell on. In 
the long list of industrial enterprises taken over 
in this way there is perhaps not a single one that 
has fulfilled the dreams of the promoters. A few 
have done well, a very few have doue remarkably 
well, but many more have reduced or passed al- 
together the dividends on the common stock. 
Some have failed to earn the preferred dividend, 

in even a few cases the debenture 
interest has been in danger. Disgusted 
investors on our side of the mar- 
ket execrate British methods of corporation 
management and they attribute to red tape 
methods of management, to heavy. salaries fur 
. titled drones in the official rosters, and the gpn- 
eral inability of foreigners to manage American 
enterprises, the unpopularity of the securities, 
and the failure of profits. The feeling is no more 


kindly on the other side. The British peo 10 


who were hooked on the bait of 15 per cent divi- 
dends hold uncomplimentary opinions about the 
integrity of American business-men, the public 
animosity toward institutions in which British 
capital is invested, and the general disposition of 
the Americans to rob the foreigner who trusts 
them with his money. 

With such an exceedingly unpleasant state of 
affairsas this it is quite natural that there 
should be a generally accepted idea that the day 
for the purchase of American industrials by En- 
glish syndicates has gone by, and that the pretty 
picture of the English and American capitalists 
joining in hands in carrying on groat American 
industrial enterprises is one that is never to be 
realized in fact. 

Unfortunate as has been the past experiences 
such a conclusion is not to be too readily accept- 
Sd. As a matter of fact the people who are in the 
best position in the world to judge such a matter 
are strongly of the opinion that the next twelve 
months will see a revival of that phase of fian- 
cial affairs which was so prominent in 1890 and 
1891, It must be remembered that the English 
promoter. is. an industrious creature. He 
tasted the sweets of enormous pt pore and he 
not give up at the first of discouragement a 
mine which has yielded him so richly. 

Of course it is idle to sappoee that the did 
scheme can be 9 that Ameticaun in- 
dustrials can be taken oder and capitalized and 
floated upon English and American investors in 
the same way that they wers three or four years 
ago. Something new is necessary. And in the 
two years of retirement in which the English 
promoters have been chiefly occupied with avoid- 
ing their former clients they have not been al- 
together idle. The new scheme has been de- 
vised and within a few months at the most it 
will be seen working merrily away. Asa matter 
of fact, the new scheme is one that promises a 
— deal more to the investors, both English 
2 American, who may be attracted toward it 

an did ever the old 1 


One of the first things to be understood is that 
the financial chastisement of the last three years 
bas brought a remarkable change to the English 
investor. He is no longer a greedy seeker for 15 
per cent profit. With the chastisement which 
has been world wide, extending from Argentine 
securities to American. industrials and from 
African colonization schemes to Australian mort- 
gage enterprises, has come a keener realization 
of the fact security and high profits do not go 
hand in hand. Nothing is more certain than the 
fact that the English investor is now ready to 
take much smaller profits than looked attractive 
to him three or four years ago, but he must have 
| with those small profits a security which will 
bear investigation. 

It is upon this chord that the promoters now 
propose to play. The new plan is realiy the old 
one turned upside down. Under the old scheme 
| the individual owner of the property when he 
sold out took in payment the debenture bonds, 
which were an excellent security, a little of the 
preferred stock, and a good deal of cash, while 
the investor, with his desire for glittering prof. 
its, grasped eagerly at the 15 per cent common 
stock, and in order to ease his conscience regard- 
ing a too speculative investment, seasoned it 
with liberal subscriptions to the preferred stock. 
The new plan is to simply turn this about—to of- 


fer to the British investors the debentures and a 


few ofthe preferred shares, and to insist upon 
the seller of the property accepting the common 
stock, management, and responsibility of seeing 
that the property continues to make profit. 

It is argued, and there is much force in the 
argument, that the man who has built up an in- 
dustrial business should continue to run it. 
The Englishmen thought they had covered that 
point when they made contracts with the owners 
to continue to manage the property for a number 
of years. That sort of oversight has, with a few 
exceptions, been found unsatisfactory. It is 
difficuit to purchase shrewd management at a 


fixed salary. . 
It is now believed that if the interests of the 
managers are bound up in the common stock, 
which can have no profit until the debentures 
and the preferred stock is cared for, the problem 
of management will be satisfactorily solved. 
There were a few of the industrial enterprises 
which were floated in that way three or four years 
ago, and without exception they have done re- 
markably well. The Englishmen who took the 
tures and some of the preferred stock have 
their regular interest, while the American 
holders who showed faith in their property by 
accepting common stock have so managed it that 
the common has also been exceedingly profit- 
able,

So it is upon these lings that the promoters 
have decided to go forward, and they have the 
fullest contidence that there is still great finan- 
cial undertakings of this kind that can be put 
through. Beyond any question the English 
financial situation is improving. The vast ac- 
cumulations of idle money there is bound 
te make the future particularly aus- 
picious for the floating of solid 
investment securities, There has already been 
some outward evidence of this in the issue of 
new securities by the home companies which 
have been eagerly subscribed for, and in the 
issue of English municipal securities which have 
been taken at remarkably low rates and by sub- 


scribers whose wants far outran the supply. The 


Bank of Eugland, with its reserve of 66 per cent, 
which is far higher than the normal, is an excel- 
jent illustration of the accumulation of idle 
money there.

Special Judges to Deal with Strikes. 

Cacao, April 28.—{Editor of The Tribune] 
Have Congrese pass a law to elect five Judges 
once in four years by the people at the Presiden- 
tial election. The duties of these Jadges shall be 
to travel from place to place where strikes are in 
active éxistence and Hold court to hear both 
sides of the cause of the strike before 
all the Judges sitting in banc. The 
decision of these Judges shall be final and backed 
up by the United States Government—if neces- 
sary, by the army. These Judges shall rank with 
those of the Supreme Court of the United States. 
and be paid by the General Government at_the 
rate of $10,000 each annually- The railroads to 
carry these Judges free from strike ta strike. be- 
cause every railroad is hurt more or less by every 
strike that takes place. One Judge.to be selected 
from a State—i. e.: five States to be representad 
at a time, once in four ars Five © 
different States to be _ selected at each 
Presidential election, until each State in the 
Union has been represented, and soon continu- 
ally. In case of death or resignation of one or 
more of these Judges the President of the United 
States should have the power to fill the vacancy 
until the next Presidential election. It is under- 
stood that the men selected for these Judges 
should be from the most able lawyers of the 
State. The punishment for the employer or 
striker, if the decision of the court is not carried 
out, seould be a fine of not less than 6500 and 
not more than $10,000 and imprisonment of not 
‘less than six month or more than ten years, one 
or both, as the court sees fit.

Attention was directed by Tun Trisunz 
Saturday to the salary-grabbing propensities 
of a number of the town officers. In the 
South Town the modest sum of $7,500 was 
thought the proper amount forthe annual 
services of the Assessor. His worthy col- 
league, the Collector. manages to eke out an 
existence on $6.500 a year, while the Super- 
visor worries along on the miserable pittance 
of $5,000. , 

The grabbing fever is less violent among 
the North Town officials. There the Assessor 
worried along on a ealary of $5,000, the 
Collector drew a like sum, the Supervisor 
$2,500, and the Clerk $1,500. 

In the Town of Lake and in the West Town 
the officials are said to be quite as modest as 
their brethren uf the North and South Towns. 

In the ‘Town of Hyde Park things are not so 
bad. The Assessor and Collector were willing 
to give their services to the people for $3,500 
a year each, or the same amount as that 
drawn by the Clerk of the South Town. The 
Supervisor of Hyde Park considered himself 
well paid at 51,800. 

Supervisor Leiendecker of the South Town 
was seen in regard to the salary question 
yesterday. He talked freely and said he did 
not think either he or any of the other South 
Town officers were over paid. He told about 
the last South Town meeting, and explained 
why $100,000 had been levied for town 
purposes. 

Supervisor Leiendecker Explains. 

Said he: The South Town meeting was 
held election day in the South Town offices 
at Monroe street and Michigan avenue. It 
was advertised in the papers and notices post- 
ed as required by law, and when the meeting 
was over the records were also published as 
required by law. No money was appropri- 
ated for town purposes, but a levy of $100,- 
boo was ordered. This was done by the adop- 
tion of a resolution, and there was another 
resolution adopted fixing the palaries. 

‘¢ Heretofore the levy has been only 840, 
000. But that was not enough to run one of 
the offices, to say nothing of both of them. 
As a consequence we had to borrow $20,000 
from the banks, on which 6 to 7 per cent had 
to be paid. I gave my personal note for the 
money. In order to avoid this trouble it was 
decided to make the levy large enough to 
1 meet all the expenses and to put the town on 
a good business basis. , 

7e As to salaries—they were fixed the same as 
they have been for the last three years. 

„All this talk about cutting salaries is non- 
sense, You can’t get a wan tog re up his 
personal business and devote all his time to 
an office unless you paß him an adequate 
salary. Igave up my business when 1 was 
elected Supervisor and have devoted my 
whole time to doing the work of my office, 

There has been some talk about extrava- 
gance. When I took hold of the office it was 
uw disgrace to the South Town. I had it thor- 
oughiy cleaned, bought new carpets just as I 
would have done had it been for my private 
office. So long as Lam Supervisor | propose 
to keep the office respectable. As to the 
minutes of the last town meeting—they were 
kept by a Secretary pro tein., the clerk being 
unable. to attend. They were posted in the 
books afterward.” . 

Arrangements in North Town. 

The newly elected Assessor for the North 
Town, William Ball, said the North Town had 
held no town meeting for the last six or seven 
years. The Justicesof the Pence, the Sure- 
visor, the Town Clerk, and the Town Attor- 
ney certified to the County Clerk as to the 
amount needed for town purposes. The 
amount appropriated for town purposes last 
year was $35,000. The ‘salaries. he pre- 
sumed, would be the same as last year.

CARLISLE TALKS OF THE DiIieKERING. 


He Admits That Concessions Are Being 
Made to Secure Party Harmony. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 29.—Secretary of 
the Treasury Carlisle has authorized the fol- 
lowing statement in reply to an inquiry by an 
Associated Press reporter as to whether it 
were true that he hud taken part in the con- 
ferences which it has been said were ‘being 
held for the purpose of agreeing upon certain 
amendments to the pending tariff bill:

PROF. K. M. MANGASARIAN ON TOLSTOL 


Criticism of the Philosophy of the Famous 

Russian Writer. 

Before the Society for Ethical Culture at 
the. Grand Opera-House Sunday orning 
Prof. Mangasarian lectured on Count Tolstoi. 
He said, in part: There is noticeable in 
Tolstoi’s philosophy a legical evolution; it is 
not so much Russia that he depicts as himself. 
In one of those moments of absolute sincerity 
which come to us all he resolves to coin his 
thoughts into life and be writes his What to 
Do,’ Work While It Is Day,’ and ‘Le 


i Travail,’ and so on. It is not by fits and 


starts but by a growth that he has arrived at 
his present position. He is an uncompromis- 
ing, unconventional thinker. There is no 
hypocrisy or mock modesty in his style. 
It cost him years of mental suffermg to extri- 
cate himself from skepticism. It is in the 
style ot a master that he tells the story of the 
suffering of the poor in Moscow, and the 
criminal luxuriousness of the rich. Unlike 
Rousseau, who preached one thing and prac- 
ticed the very opposite, Tolstoi practices with 
his life the truth which he preaches with his

A TORY ON AMERICAN MUNICIPAL 
POLITICS... 

Amyas Stafford Northcote, a son of the late 
Lord Iddesleigh, writing from Chicago for 
the current number of the Nineteenth Century, 
deplores „the utter corruption in American 
politics —evidently meaning American mu- 
nicipal politics, for he only deals with the 
governments of large cities, and then in a 
rather roving and cursory manner. His 
article is worthy of attention, for although it 
abounds.in fallacies and misconceptions it 
yet strikes at the root of the corruption in 
municipal affairs. His curious conceit that 
the unchangeableness of the United States 
Constitution and the unattractiveness of the 
American diplomatic serwice discourage the 
American gentleman from entering into 
polities may be passed without comment. 
His observations, however, on the evils result- 
ing from the absorption of the unlettered 
masses of Europeans into the ranks of Ameri- 
can citizens and the neglect of their civic 
duties by the American business-mon eager 
for wealth are on the whole sound and sen- 
sible. These are the principal contributing 
cause of the corruption of our municipal 
politics. It is, he says: 

The existence of this class of utterly ignorant 
voters of various nationalities, whose sentiments 
are frequently those of only hatred and contempt 
for those whp in Europe had been their enemies 
and who aré their neighbors in America, that 
renders possible the uttercorruption in American 
politics. It is their vote that places in power 
the venal politicians who control the strings of 
municipal and, to a large extent, of State poli- 
tics. Every nation almost which has-epresenta- 
tives in any number on American soil is kept 
alive in tho breasts of its childrerf, in all its 
ancient custioms, ite likes and dislikes, by socie- 
ties formed originally for social purposes 
and for obtaining rights but now cor- 
rupted into mere political machines. It can 
be readily (understood that an ignorant Pol- 


ish immigrant just landed in this country, and 
urged by ong of his own race to join the Polish 
society of the town he happens tobe in, should 
giadly consent. and in return for the benefits 
conferred by his patron, the leader of the eociety, 
should vote as directed. He votes as he is told 
to do, after having sworn to be a faithful citizen 
of a nation whose language he does not undér- 
stand, and snbscribed to a Constitution which h 
is unable to read. In the meafwhile his boss’ 
is making the best terms he can for himself. And 
so it goes on; the ward bosses sell their follow 
ers to the campaign chiefs, and these in turn to 
others; and $0 on up the ladder. 

Few will question the truth of this picture 
or the evil ¢onsequences which flow from the 
vicious system which it depicts, The repre- 
sentatives of the districts, wards, and towns 
where the English-speaking and native-born 
population is in the majority among the vot- 
ers are as true and patriotic as the representa- 
tives of simijar constituencies in the Board of 
Aldermen, or the County Council of England, 
or in the House of Commons. But at the same 
time Mr. Northeote's charge, that the more 
intelligent American business-man does not 
deal with politics seriously enough, 1s as true 
as the charge made against the unassimilated 
foreigners. How true is this picture:

"The, army of the unemployed wants work 
lest it starve. The great mistake which these 


barristers made was in allowing the law to be 


simplified. They should haveseen that it was 


a blow leveled at their profession, and have 


fought it. The Illinois lawyers were shrewd- 
er. They have resisted simplification and 
improvement, and have been able to retain 
an archaic system which England has aban- 
doned, Asa consequence, litigants puy more, 
but lawyers fare better. If it beadmitted that 
it is the duty of the community to support a 
large and increasing number of members of 
the legal profession then the policy of the 
Illinois lawyers is justifiable and their Eu- 


 glish brethren should imitate it. 


The first thing for them to do is to stop 
further gim plifications. If any change in the 
law is suggested for the purpose of saving 
time and expediting justice they must fight 
it, because it will take more bread out of 
their mouths. In the next place they should 
try to get the Judges to nullify as far as they 


can or dare the efforts of the legislative body 


to simplify the law. Then they should ap- 
peal to the sympathetic idiots of En- 


gland, telling them that the criminal laws 


do not give the accused a fair chance to 
prove his innocence and that there is a dread- 
ful possibility that one man out of a hundred 
thousahd may be convicted unjustly. The 
unemployed English lawyers should insist 
that the right to appeal to a higher court 
should be given to all criminals and that their 


trials should not be rushed through as at.

are so slow here as to make it worth the 


while of & dishonest man to refuse to Day his 
debts and force his creditor tosuehim. By 
appealing from Circuit to Appellate and from 
Appellate to Supreme Court he can delay for 
years the payment of what he owes, or forcea 
needy creditor to compromise, 

The introduction in England of these [lli- 
neis practices, including of course Appellate 
Courts which reverse those beiow them and 
are reversed by those above them, would give 
the English barristers something to do. The 
amount of law business would be so increased 
that the people would complain, as they do 
here, that the Judges were years behind with 
their work. Then the English lawyers could 
say, as do the Illinois ones, that the only 
remedy ise more Judges. That would 


make. more well-paid places for the. 


members of the legal guild or trades 
union. In Illinois the work of the courts 
seems to get farther and farther behind as the 
number of Judges increases. So would it be 
in England and more Judges could be created 
for the pretended purpose of catching up with 
the business. 

The unemployed lawyers of England should 
send a committee to Chicago to study the 
methods in vogue here for delaying justice 
and supporting the members of their profes- 
sion. Having learned tnem they should try 
to introduce them at home, If they succeed 
they willi have no cause to complain ofa lack 
of business. 


CHICAGO GRAIN WAREHOUSING. 

The Board of Trade committee appointed 
to hear and consider the charges that the 
elevator proprietors in this city are violating 
the law in the conduct of their business has 
ended the work of receiving testimony. One 
report has been prepared by each of four 
members of the committee. Which of these, 
if either, will be presented to the directors at 
the next meeting may not be known. But 
they contain statements to the effect that 

cerfain illegitimate or prejudicial practices 
could be proved by compelling the produc- 
tion of books and papers, and among these 
practices are the following: 

Discrimination by elevators in favor of 
themselves in the matter of storage rates by 
selling grainin elevator at less than they 
would pay for the same to. gointo store, ac- 
cepting a premium over advertised rates and 
the allowing of storage rebates under certain 
conditions; returning into store under the 


original grade grain that has been refused by , 


the purchaser after loading, the refusal being 
madeon account of quality; giving better 
weights to the country dealer when he 
sells direct to the elevator man than 
when he consigns to a commission firm 
in this city; the putting ot grain into 
special bins without a corresponding marking 
of the receipts issued against it; the selling of 
grain and delivery of receipts by an elevator 
proprietor when he knew that the grain was 
out of condition; the delivery of the lowest 
quality of grain, and not the average quality, 
to buyers of regular recefpts; the proximity 
of mixing houses to. regular elevators, thus 
favoring the reduction of the grade tendered 
to the lowest possible limit of quality; 
the practice of securing storage. charges 
in advance of withdrawal of the grain 
from store, thus encouraging the lying 
of grain in store for a dangerously 
long time and leseening ite carrying 
value; selling grain by grade in Eastern mar- 
kets and making to purchasers allowances 
which would be denied to resident members 
of this board; the issuance of regular receipts 
by corporations formed under the laws of an 
outside State; that certain large elevator cor- 
porations are capitalized for so much less 
than their responsibility ought to amount to 
as to warrant suspicion of a desire to ‘evade 
the payment of just dues in the event of pos- 
sible contingencies. 

In regard to the extent of the “ mixing” 
business it is stated that five elevator systems, 
with about 19 million bushels of storage 
capacity, have private elevators or cleaning- 
houses connected with them, while six sys- 
tems, with 18 million bushels capacity, have 
no cleaning-houses connected. All of these 
buy grain, directly or inairectly, both on the 
board here and in the country. Some of them 
sell their grain exclusivély on the open mar- 
ket or to our own shippers, while several sell 
in the East or ship on their own account as 


warehouses of Class A from being either di- 
rectly or indirectly engaged in the grain busi- 


ness would be in the direction of sound pub- 
lic policy and good business morals. Nor

cane no doubt that the conditions 


aow obtaining render it easy to commit 


fraud in the handling of grain, and this dan- 
ger ought notto be overlooked even if, as 
stated in one of the reports, the proprietors 
of those elevators have so far given no ground 
of complaint or cause for suspicion of falling 
into the hands of unscrupulous men. The 
case is not mended by the fact that the buy- 
ing and selling of grain is done by certain 
firms which ostensibly are different concerns 
from the elevator stock companies, but in 
practice are identical with them, or nearly 
so. The arrangement is fitly characterized 
as the refuge of those who fear that they 
are overstepping the bounds of the law and of 
a sound public policy. How to cure the evil 
may prove to be a very difficult problem. 


FITHIAN’S POPULIST CREED. 

Congressman Fithian has just beon renom- 
inated by the Democrats of the new Nine- 
teenth District. In his speech to the conven- 
tion, representing the Democrats of Coles, Ed- 
gar, Clark, Effingham, Cumberland, Jasper, 
Crawford, Richland, and Lawrence, he de- 
clared that tho time has come when the Dem- 
ocratic party must cut loose from the Eastern 
candidates and Eastern policies if it expects to 
win another national victory. We must have 
Western men and Western ideas.“ 

Mr. Fithian does not specify the Western 
men he has in mind, though probably he is 
one of them and Adlai another, but he did not 


lea ve his hearers in doubt as to the Western 


ideas the Democracy must take up with. One 
of them is free coinage of silver. The Con- 
gressman wishes to restore silver to the posi- 
tion it occupied before its demonetization in 
1873.” He wants the law to be such that a 
man can take 871 grains of silver to the 


mint and have it coined into a dollar just as. 
he could prior to 1873. That that num ber ot 


grains of silver was then worth more than 100 
cents in gold and is worth now less than 50 
cents in gold does not worry Mr. Fithian in 
the least. Nor does he care that the passage 
of such a law would bring the country down 
iorthwith toa 2 silver. 50-cent- 
dollar basis. 

Another Western idea which the Democracy 
must adopt, according to Mr. Fithian, is the 
income tax—nota simple income tax, but a 
graduated one which will tax intelligence, 


enterprise, and skill most heavily so as to re- 


lieve from taxation incapacity, sloth, and un- 
thrift. The Congressman wants the Demo- 
crats to denounce the recent issue of bonds to 
get gold with which to make good the reserve 
and to protest against future bond issues for 
that or any other purpose. 

These are what Congressman Fithian calls 
„Western ideas, which he wants his party to 
adopt even if as a consequence of its doing so 
the so-called New York Democrats should 
go over to the Republican party. These are 
not Western but Populist-Socialist ideas. 
They are the ideas of other organizations 
which were not successful at the polls in 
1892, but whose doctrines Mr. Fithian wants 
the Democrats to adopt. 

The convention approved of all Mr. Fithian 
said. The Democrats of his district are 
Democrats then only in name. They are

tax Populists and Socialists. The Demo- 
cratic party in this State is becoming more 
and more a dishonest money party, eager to 
wreck the currency as well as the industries 
of the country. Itis probable that wing of 
the party will control the State convention 
and dictate its nominations and platform. 


Few of the people who read or:talk about 
artificial irrigation in the United States have 
any idea of the great value which the intro. 
duction of the process has given to lands. in 
Australia. In 1889 one company dontracted 
with the Victorian Government to expend 
$600,000 in five years on irrigation works 
for the development ofa rich but arid tract 
of land. In four years the company has ex- 
pended more than double that sum. At a 


place called Mildura there are 5,000 people, 


17,000 acres of land have been sold, and 10,- 
000 are under cultivation. Most of the set- 
tlers take the land.on time payments at from 
$100 to $150 per acre and pay for the water 
in addition. These valuations are far in ex- 
cess of any figures named for artificially 
irrigated lands in this country, but if they 
can be realized in Australia the improvement 

of land to be sold at figures high by compari- 

son with those paid for ordinary farm lands 
ought to be possible here. Undoubtedly the 
time le coming when the systematic distribu- 
tion of water to the thirsty soil in sufficient but 
not excessive quantity, and just af the times 
when it will do most good, will be regorted to 
extensively, even outside of the arid regions, 
because of the vastly superior results over 
those obtained by ordinary haphazard 
methods of cultivation.

EVERYTHING GOES INTO THIS HOLE. 


Plague Spot on Ashland Avenue That Ap- 
pears to Be Dangerous. 

People living in the neighborhood of Wel- 
lington street and Ashland avenue are aware 
that Henry J. Lutter is having his property, 
some two acres in extent, filled up. They 
know this without gomg near the place or 
even looking in that direction. The property 
is bounded on the north by Wellington street, 
on the east by Perry, south by Oakdale ave- 
nue, ana west by Ashland avenue. The east 
half of this area is a huge ‘clay hole, or 
hole from which clay was taken for making 
brick. The hole is nearly two acres in extent 
and was once thirty-five feet deep. It has been 
partly filled now. It is the kind of filling that 
asserts itself in a way to make the neighbors 
complain, for it is filled with the contents of 
garbage boxes from all over the North Side 
and a part of the West Side. The stench is 
extremely offensive in the vicinity, except on 
the side from which: the wind happens to be 
blowing. It is not only offensive but those 
who have to endure it say it is a menace te 
health. Within a week a boy living in the 
immediate vicinity died of smailpox, which 
the neighbors think he caught from germs 
demsed with the garbage in that hole. Every 
description of refus2 of a great city is to 8 
found in the nauseous pile, It is bad oe 
now, but when warm weather comes it will 
certainly be much worse. In the northwest 
corner of the hole is a -low place filled with 
thick, repulsive looking water, the stench 
from which is overpowering.. Blow. flies 
swarm about an old pump shanty above. 
Ex-Ald. Lutter says the smell is not offensive. 
He ought to know, for his house stands on the 
northeast corner of the hole. 

„u admit it isn’t a pleasure to have the 
filling going on,“ said he, but it will all be 
done by July lat the farthest, Within two 
weeks after it will be covered three or four 
feet deep with earth and that will end it.
